Adoption  of  Nonresident  Tuition  Fee  Rate  in  Grades  13  and 
14  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1992-93 

President  and  Members: 

California  Education  Code  Section  76140  reads  as  follows: 

"A  community  college  district  may  admit  and 
shall  charge  a  tuition  fee  to  nonresident  students. 
The  district  may  exempt  from  all  or  parts  of  the  fee: 

(a)  All  nonresidents  who  enroll  for  six  or  fewer 
units.  Exemptions  made  pursuant  to  this  subdivision 
shall  not  be  made  on  an  individual  basis;  or 

(b)  Any  nonresident  who  is  both  a  citizen  and 
resident  of  a  foreign  country,  provided  that  the 
nonresident  has  demonstrated  a  financial  need  for  the 
exemption  and  not  more  than  10  percent  of  the 
nonresident  foreign  students  attending  any  community 
college  district  may  be  so  exempted.  Exemptions  made 
pursuant  to  this  subdivision  may  be  made  on  an 
individual  basis. 

A  district  may  contract  with  a  state,  a  county 
contiguous  to  California,  the  federal  government,  a 
foreign  country,  or  an  agency  thereof,  for  payment  of 
all  or  a  part  of  a  nonresident  student's  tuition  fee. 

Attendance  of  nonresident  students  shall  not  be 
reported  as  resident  average  daily  attendance  for 
state  apportionment  purposes,  except  as  provided  by 
statute  in  which  case  a  nonresident  tuition  fee  may 
not  be  charged. 

The  nonresident  tuition  fee  shall  be  set  by  the 
governing  board  of  each  community  college  district 
not  later  than  February  1  of  each  year  for  the 
succeeding  fiscal  year.  Such  fee  may  be  paid  in 
installments,  as  determined  by  the  governing  board  of 
the  district. 

The  fee  established  by  the  governing  board 
pursuant  to  the  preceding  paragraph  shall  represent 
for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in  30  semester 
units  or  45  quarter  units  of  credit  per  fiscal  year 
(a)  the  amount  which  was  expended  by  the  district  for 
the  current  expense  of  education  as  defined  by  the 
California  Community  College  Budget  and  Accounting 
Manual  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  increased  by  the 
projected  percent  increase  in  the  United  States 
Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined  by  the  Department 
of  Finance  for  the  current  fiscal  year  and  succeeding 
fiscal  year  and  divided  by  the  average  daily 
attendance  of  all  students  (including  nonresident 
students)  attending  in  the  district  in  the  preceding 
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fiscal  year,  or  (b)  the  current  expense  of  education 
in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  of  all  districts 
increased  by  the  projected  percent  increase  in  the 
United  States  Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined  by 
the  Department  of  Finance  for  the  current  fiscal  year 
and  succeeding  fiscal  year  and  divided  by  the  average 
daily  attendance  of  all  students  (including 
nonresident  students)  attending  all  districts  during 
the  preceding  fiscal  year,  or  (c)  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  the  fee  established  by  the  governing  board  on 
any  contiguous  district.  However,  should  the 
district's  preceding  fiscal  year  average  daily 
attendance  of  all  students  attending  in  the  district 
in  noncredit  courses  be  equal  to  or  greater  than  10 
percent  of  the  district's  total  average  daily 
attendance  of  all  students  attending  in  the  district, 
the  district  in  calculating  (a)  above  may  substitute 
instead  the  data  for  current  expense  of  education  in 
grades  13  and  14  and  average  daily  attendance  in 
grades  13  and  14  of  all  students  attending  in  the 
district. 

The  governing  board  of  each  community  college 
district  shall  also  adopt  a  tuition  fee  per  unit  of 
credit  for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in  more  or 
less  than  15  units  of  credit  per  term  by  dividing  the 
fee  determined  in  the  preceding  paragraph  by  30  for 
colleges  operating  on  the  semester  system  and  45  for 
colleges  operating  on  the  quarter  system  and  rounding 
to  the  nearest  whole  dollar.  The  same  rate  shall  be 
uniformly  charged  nonresident  students  attending  any 
terms  or  sessions  maintained  by  the  community 
college.  The  rate  charged  shall  be  the  rate 
established  for  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  term  or 
session  ends. 

Any  loss  in  district  revenue  generated  by  the 
nonresident  tuition  fee  shall  not  be  offset  by 
additional  state  funding. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  which  require  a 
mandatory  fee  for  nonresidents  shall  not  apply  to  any 
district  which  borders  on  another  state  and  has  fewer 
than  500  average  daily  attendance." 

For  Fiscal  Year  1991-92,  the  per  semester  unit  nonresident  tuition 
fee  rate  was  $108.  It  has  been  computed  that  the  current  expense  of  education 
for  the  College  Division  (grades  13  and  14)  during  the  Fiscal  Year  1990-91  was 
$3,202.78  per  ADA.  Multiplying  this  by  the  projected  increase  in  the  United 
States  Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined  by  the  California  Department  of 
Finance  for  the  two  years  of  1.07  and  then  dividing  by  30  semester  units,  we 
arrive  at  $114.23  or  $114  (rounded),  as  the  1992-93  per  semester  unit  non- 
resident tuition  fee  rate. 

The  per  semester  unit  non-resident  tuition  fee  computed  for  1992-93 
all  districts  statewide  is  $104.  The  per  unit  non-resident  tuition  fee  to  be 
established  for  1992-93  by  the  governing  board  of  districts  contiguous  to  the 
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SFCCD  is  not  known  at  this  time.  However,  the  1991-92  rates  as  published  in 
the  college  catalogs  are  as  follows:  San  Mateo  $102  per  semester  unit.; 
Peralta  $104  per  quarter  unit.;  Contra  Costa  $105  per  semester  unit.;  and 
Marin  $101  per  semester  unit. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED: 

PART  1  -  NONRESIDENT  TUITION  FEE 

Section  1  -  That  in  accordance  with  California  Education  Code 

Section  76140,  the  per  semester  unit  nonresident  tuition 
fee  rate  of  $114  is  adopted  for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in 
grades  13  and  14  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1992-93. 

Section  2  -  That  nonresident  students  who 

(a)  are  enrolled  in  six  units  or  less  will  not  be  exempt  from 
the  nonresident  tuition  fee;  and 

(b)  are  both  citizens  and  residents  of  a  foreign  country  will 
not  be  exempt  from  the  nonresident  tuition  fee. 

Section  3  -  Paid  nonresident  tuition  fees  shall  be  refunded  for 
coursework  unit(s)  officially  withdrawn,  dropped  or 
reduced  from  a  nonresident  student's  study  list  program  in 
accordance  with  the  following  schedule  for  the  Fall  and  Spring 
academic  semesters: 

--100%  Nonresident  tuition  refund  for  coursework  unit(s) 
withdrawn,  dropped  or  reduced  prior  to  or  during  the  first 
two  calendar  weeks  of  instruction. 

--  50%  Nonresident  tuition  refund  for  coursework  unit{s) 
withdrawn,  dropped  or  reduced  during  the  third  and  fourth 
calendar  weeks  of  instruction. 

--  0%  Nonresident  tuition  refund  during  and  after  the 
fifth  calendar  week  of  instruction. 

Tuition  refund  requests  must  be  received  before  or  by  the 
end  of  the  fourth  calendar  week  of  instruction  of  each 
Fall  or  Spring  Semester  for  units  dropped  in  accordance 
with  the  prorated  schedule. 

That  the  refund  schedule  for  short-term  and  Summer  session 
courses  will  be  as  follows: 

--100%  Nonresident  tuition  refund  for  coursework  unit(s) 
withdrawn,  dropped  or  reduced  prior  to  or  during  the  first 
calendar  week  of  instruction. 
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--  50%  Nonresident  tuition  refund  for  coursework  unit(s) 
withdrawn,  dropped  or  reduced  during  the  second  calendar 
week  of  instruction. 

--  0%  Nonresident  tuition  refund  during  and  after  the 
third  calendar  week  of  instruction. 

Tuition  refund  requests  must  be  received  before  or  by  the 
end  of  the  second  calendar  week  of  instruction  for  units 
dropped  in  accordance  with  the  prorated  schedule. 

PART  2  -  ACCOUNTING  FOR  FEES 

Section  1  -  That  the  nonresident  tuition  fees  collected  shall  be 
deposited  to,  and  checks  for  tuition  refund  be  drawn 
against,  a  separate  commercial  bank  account  at  the  Ocean  and  Faxon 
Branch  of  the  Bank  of  America,  NT&SA.

A  "Transition  Plan"  for  the  removal  of  architectural  barriers  to  the 
physically  handicapped  was  prepared  for  the  District  in  1977  and  later  revised 
in  1979.  The  "Plan"  was  prepared  to  comply  with  Section  504  Regulations  of 
the  Federal  Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973. 

Since  1977,  some  of  the  barriers  identified  in  the  "Plan"  have  been 
removed.  Current  State  Regulations  Title  24,  pertaining  to  handicapped  access 
makes  the  "Plan"  obsolete. 

The  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  (ADA)  requires  that  a 
"Transition  Plan"  be  filed  with  the  Federal  Government  by  July  26,  1992.  A 
"Transition  Plan"  for  the  Phelan  Campus  has  been  completed.  An  access  survey 
needs  to  be  conducted  and  a  "Transition  Plan"  prepared  for  the  six  outside 
campuses  and  the  District  Office  Building  in  order  to  comply  with  the  ADA. 

Professional  services  of  a  consultant  are  needed  to  conduct  an 
accessibility  survey  and  preparation  a  "Transition  Plan".  On  December  6, 
1991,  a  "Request  for  Statement  of  Qualifications"  was  issued  to  elicit 
expressions  of  interest  in  providing  professional  services  required  for  this 
project.  Eleven  (11)  proposals  were  received  by  the  January  6,  1992 
established  deadline. 

Staff  has  reviewed  and  evaluated  the  proposals  received  and  finds 
that  the  proposal  received  from  the  firm  of  Logan  Hopper  Associates  to  be 
complete,  and  the  firm  qualified  to  perform  and  the  fees  reasonable  for  the 
services  required.

President  and  Members: 

The  City  College  of  San  Francisco  Disabled  Students  Program  and  the 
Department  of  Rehabilitation  propose  the  acceptance  of  a  Workability  III 
grant.  The  objective  of  the  joint  project  is  to  provide  specialized  job 
placement  services  to  one  hundred  (100)  students  with  disabilities  who  are  job 
ready  and  are  clients  of  the  Department  of  Rehabilitation. 

Currently,  there  are  no  specialized  job  placement  services  available 
at  City  College  of  San  Francisco  to  deal  with  the  unique  situations  which 
present  themselves  to  person  with  disabilities.  Students/clients  with 
disabilities  would  have  to  use  the  limited  resources  of  the  general  campus 
career  Center  along  with  the  rest  of  the  student  body.  Workability  III  will 
afford  students/clients  assistance  in  learning  how  to  present  themselves  and 
their  abilities  to  employers,  will  offer  job  placement  assistance  with  known 
employers,  and  would  provide  service  to  both  the  student/client  and  the 
employer  in  making  needed  job  accommodations  for  new  employees. 

The  grant  will  cover  the  costs  of  a  job  developer,  job  coach,  sign 
language  interpreter,  clerk,  supplies,  and  training.  The  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  will  provide  a  cash  match  of  66%  FTE  job  placement 
specialist  (currently  working  as  a  tenured  instructor  in  DSP&S).

City  College  of  San  Francisco,  along  with  other  California  community 
college  districts,  is  interested  in  obtaining  the  SARA  Facility  Development 
System.  This  System  utilizes  massive  databases,  expert  rules  and  artificial 
intelligence  to  provide  facilities  staff  with  information  for  facility 
planning,  design,  and  construction.  This  information  will  greatly  assist 
planners  with  remodeling,  renovations,  new  capital  projects,  and  ongoing 
maintenance.  With  this  information,  planners,  in  addition,  will  enhance  their 
abilities  to  compete  for  construction  related  funding  on  a  more  equal  basis 
with  the  two  university  systems  (CSU  and  UC). 

The  price  quotation  to  each  of  20  community  college  districts  that 
participate  by  January  31,  1992  is  $8,200.  This  amount  will  have  to  be 
transferred  from  the  Facilities  and  Planning  account,  Cl-6670-5690.

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The  order  of  business  may  be  revised  at  any  meeting  when,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  President,  such  revision  will  benefit  the  public  and/or  order  of  the  meeting.  In  the  conduct 
of  its  business,  the  procedure  of  the  Board  will  be  governed  by  the  policies  set  forth  in  this 
manual,  or  if  not  covered  thereby  then  by  the  Newly  Revised  Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

B.  Preparation  for  Meetings.  The  agenda  for  Board  meetings  shall  be  delivered  to 
Board  members  at  least  seventy-two  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  regular  meetings  and  at  least 
twenty-four  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  special  meetings.  Resolutions  proposed  by  individual 
Board  members  must  obtain  the  concurrence  of  at  least  two  (2)  other  Board  members.  However, 
items  requiring  Board  action  which  do  not  appear  on  the  agenda  may  be  acted  upon  under  any 
of  the  following  circumstances:  1.  At  least  four  (4)  Board  members  determine  that  an 
emergency  exists,  2.  At  least  (5)  Board  members  (or  all  member  present  if  less  than  5) 
determine  that  the  need  to  act  occurred  after  the  required  posting  period,  or  3.  The  matter  was 
posted  on  an  agenda  prior  to  the  current  meeting.  An  "emergency  situation"  shall  mean:  (a) 
Work  stoppage  or  other  activity  which  severely  impairs  public  health,  safety,  or  both,  as 
determined  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  legislative  body,  (b)  Crippling  disaster  which 
severely  impairs  public  health,  safety,  or  both,  as  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  legislative  body.  Agenda  items  appearing  on  the  published  agenda  may  be  removed  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  Board.  The  Agenda  shall  be  posted  at  the  entrance  door  at  33  Gough  Street 
and  in  the  lobby  of  Conlan  Hall  at  City  College  of  San  Francisco,  50  Phelan  Avenue,  at  least 
seventy-two  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  the  regular  meetings  and  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior 
to  the  time  of  special  meetings.  A  notice  identifying  the  location,  date,  and  time  of  the 
meeting  shall  be  posted  at  the  above  mentioned  locations  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to 
the  meeting  and  shall  remain  so  posted  to  and  including  the  time  of  the  meeting. 

C.  Voting.  The  vote,  by  Ayes  and  Noes,  shall  be  taken  and  recorded  when 
demanded  by  any  member,  and  it  shall  be  taken  and  recorded  on  all  actions  authorizing  elections, 
appointments,  or  the  expenditure  of  money. 

D.  Adoption  of  Policies.  Any  policy  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board,  be  amended  or 
repealed  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  four  members  at  any  meeting,  providing  notice  of  said 
intended  action  has  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting.  Any  policy  or  bylaw  which  is  regulatory 
as  to  the  Board  but  is  not  otherwise  required  by  law  may  be  suspended  temporarily  by  a  vote  of 
at  least  five  (5)  members  if  such  suspension  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  District. 

E.  Reports.  Board  members  requesting  reports  must  do  so  through  the  President  of 
the  Board  with  the  concurrence  of  at  least  two  (2)  other  Board  members. 

F.  Recording  Mmutes  of  Meeting.  As  records  of  Board  actions  at  meetings,  the 
minutes  shall  contain  only  resolutions  and  ultimate  actions  of  the  Board,  but  if  any  Commissioner 
desires  to  have  any  additional  matter  included,  he/she  must  submit  a  written  statement  with  a 
request  that  it  be  included  in  the  minutes.  There  shall  also  be  a  tape  recording  of  the 
proceedings  andlor  some  other  means  of  maintaining  a  permanent  record  of  the 
proceedings. 

Records  of  all  business  transacted  and  of  all  policies  and  regulations  or  other 
controls  enacted  by  the  Board  shall  be  set  forth  in  full  in  the  official  Minute  Book  of  the  Board, 
which  shall  be  in  the  official  public  record  of  Board  actions. 
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G.  Regular  Meetings  of  the  Board.    One  or  more  meetings  shall  be  held  each  month, 

at  the  regular  meeting  place  of  the  Board,  City  College  of  San  Francisco,  50  Phelan  Avenue,  San 
Francisco  or  at  other  District  locations  served  by  the  District  or  at  oiher  locations  outside  the 
District  as  provided  by  law. 

H.  Special  Meetings  of  the  Board.     Such  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  presiding 

officer  of  the  Board  or  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  by  delivering  personally  or 
by  mail  written  notice  to  each  Board  member  and  to  appropriate  media.  SSucA  meetings  shall 
be  within  District  boundaries  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

/.  Meetings  Open  to  the  Public.    All  meetings  of  the  Board,  including  conmiittees, 

shall  be  open  to  the  public  as  provided  by  law. 

/.  Meetings  Closed  to  the  Public.    All  closed  sessions  shall  be  closed  to  the  public. 

Closed  sessions  may  be  held  in  accordance  with  law  and  for  the  following  purposes: 

To  consider  the  ai^intment,  employment,  or  dismissal  of  an  employee. 

To  hear  complaints  or  charges  brought  against  an  employee  by  another  person. 

To  consider  the  expulsion,  suspension  or  disciplinary  action  in  connection  with 
any  student  of  the  District. 

To  consider  with  its  negotiations  representative  the  matter  of  salaries,  salary 
schedule,  or  fringe  benefits  of  employees. 

To  confer  with  its  negotiator  prior  to  the  purchase,  sale,  exchange,  or  lease  of  real 
property  by  or  for  the  District  to  give  instructions  to  its  negotiator  regarding  the 
price  and  terms  of  payment  for  the  purchase,  sale,  exchange,  or  lease. 

To  confer  with,  or  receive  advice  from,  its  legal  counsel  regarding  "pending 
litigation"  as  defined  in  Government  Code,  Section  54956.9  and  any  amendments. 

Closed  sessions  can  be  held  during  a  regular  or  special  meeting. 

K.  Ouorum.     A  quorum  for  the  conduct  of  Board  business  shall  consist  of  four 

members.   No  official  action  may  be  taken  when  a  quorum  is  absent. 

L.  Granting  the  Privilege  of  the  Floor.       A  person  desiring  to  speak  shall  be 

recognized  by  the  Chair  only  after  complying  with  the  following  procedures: 

For  matters  appearing  on  the  agenda,  an  individual  desiring  to  address  the  Board 
must  complete  a  "Request  to  Address  Board  of  Trustees"  card,  completing  the 
information  thereon  including  the  subject  to  be  addressed.  If  there  is  to  be  a 
written  report  presented,  a  copy(ies)  shall  be  submitted  in  advance  to  the 
Chancellor. 

Any  person  desiring  to  address  the  Board  on  non-agenda  items  must  also  complete 
the  "Request  to  Address  Board  of  Trustees"  card  and  will  be  recognized  at  the  end 
of  the  agenda. 
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Cards  for  these  purposes  are  available  in  the  Office  of  the  Chancellor  and  also  at 
the  Board  meeting.  Completed  cards  should  be  presented  to  the  Board  President 
prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  meeting.  As  a  matter  of  courtesy,  the  Board 
encourages  people  to  notify  the  Chancellor's  Office  in  advance  of  the  Board 
meeting  of  their  intention  to  address  the  Board. 

The  President  of  the  Board  reserves  the  right  of  determining  the  order  of  the 
speakers  and  changing  the  order  of  the  agenda  if  it  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  public 
and/or  the  order  of  the  meeting. 

Undue  interruptions  or  other  interferences  with  the  orderly  conduct  of  Board 
business  cannot  be  allowed.  Defamatory  or  abusive  personal  remarks  are  always 
out  of  order.  The  President  may  terminate  the  speaker's  privilege  of  address  if 
after  being  called  to  order,  he  or  she  persists  in  improper  conduct  or  remarks,  or 
if  the  speaker  fails  to  speak  on  the  subject  matter  for  which  the  privilege  of  the 
floor  was  granted.  The  appropriate  length  of  time  for  oral  presentations  shall  be 
determined  by  the  President  of  the  Board. 

No  oral  presentation  shall  include  charges  or  complaints  against  any  employee  of 
the  Board.  All  charges  or  complaints  against  an  employee  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the 
person  making  the  charge  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  Chancellor  who  shall,  after  investigation, 
transmit  a  repent  to  the  Board.  There  shall  be  no  oral  presentation  or  discussion  of  such  matters 
in  open  public  meetings  of  the  Board. 

Prior  to  any  action  taken  by  the  Board  in  regard  to  presentations  from  the  floor, 
the  subject  shall  be  referred  to  the  Chancellor  for  his  or  her  consideration  and  report.

The  Board  held  a  special  meeting  on  December  26, 1991  to  consider  a  letter  dated 
December  23,  1991  from  the  staff  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization.  The  letter  stated  that 
unless  the  State  Board  received  agreements  from  the  District,  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District,  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  by  January  31,  1991  providing  that  these 
entities  would  indemnify  the  State  Board  related  to  its  collection  of  a  transaction  and  use  tax,  the 
State  Board  would  not  guarantee  timely  collection  of  the  tax.  In  response  to  the  State  Board  staff 
representations,  the  Board  of  Trustees  resolved  to  indemnify  for  no  more  dum  its  prorata  share 
as  stated  in  the  letter  and  so  long  as  collection  of  the  tax  commenced  February  1,  1992. 

On  January  9,  1992,  the  Board  of  Equalization  determined  that  indemnification 
was  not  necessary  to  the  collection  of  the  tax.  Accordingly,  the  Board  of  Trustees  should  amend 
its  previous  resolution  to  reflect  this  new  circumstance.  The  following  amendment  to  the 
December  26,  1991  resolution  is  recommended  for  approval.

The  current 
balance  in  the  project  is  $11,141.07. 

The  Office  of  the  State  Architect  requires  that  inspection  be 
conducted  full  time  by  a  testing  laboratory  during  the  welding  process  to 
assure  compliance  with  approved  plans  and  specifications.  Smith-Emery  Company 
has  performed  the  inspection  under  a  "Term  of  Purchase  Agreement"  issued  by 
the  District.  The  amount  of  funds  budgeted  for  this  purpose  will  be 
insufficient  to  cover  the  anticipated  costs  to  complete  the  task.  It  is 
estimated  that  $49,723  will  be  required  to  cover  the  costs  for  testing  and 
inspection  through  the  completion  of  the  project. 

Therefore,  it  is  proposed  that  funds  be  reappropriated  in  the 
Capital  Outlay  Projects  Fund  in  the  amount  of  $40,000,  from  the  balance 
remaining  in  the  project:  John  Adams  -  Interior  Painting.

PM  6. 12        CONTRACT  EDUCATION 

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  is  committed  to  improving  the 
quality  of  life  in  San  Francisco  by  educating  individuals  for  rewarding  and  productive  careers 
and  by  preparing  them  to  understand  and  meet  the  challenges  of  our  society  both  in  work  and 
in  the  community.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  District  that  in  ftntherance  of  these  ends  it  will  build 
cooperative  relationships  with  business,  industry,  government,  trade  unions,  and  community 
agencies.  In  support  of  this  policy,  a  unified.  District-wide  effort  is  established  to  develop  and 
implement  non-credit  and  credit  contract  educational  programs. 

Contract  education  consists  of  those  educational  services  which  the  District 
provides  for  employees  and  other  individuals  sponsored  by  public,  private,  or  community 
organizations,  and  for  which  the  District  charges  a  fee  to  the  sponsoring  organiziation.  The  fees 
charged  shall  be  in  accordance  with  State  law.  Contract  education  is  an  alternative  vehicle 
through  which  the  educati(Mi  oiferings  is  expanding  access  to  higher  education,  and  it  expects 
contracting  entities  to  do  the  same.  Contract  education  also  affords  District  faculty  an  avenue 
to  expand  their  professional  horizons. 

Contract  education  oiferings  shall  be  approved  by  Centers  and  College  curriculum 
committees  and  shall  in  no  way  represent  a  diminishment  of  District  standards  in  course  content 
and  course  staffing.  Contract  education  courses  are  an  extension  of  regular  District  programs 
and  shall  not  detract  from  regular  District  offerings.  The  District's  effort  shall  be  in  keeping 
with  its  mission  and  policies  and,  additionally,  shall  conform  to  all  legislation  and  to  the  State 
Education  Code  sections  pertinent  to  contract  education. 
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The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  shall  not  enter  into  a 
contract  education  agreement  with  another  party  unless  the  party  verifies  that  it  does  not 
discriminate  on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  ethnic  group  identification,  national  origin, 
ancestry,  religion,  gender,  age,  marital  status,  disability,  sexual  orientation,  or  status 
as  a  Vietnam-Era  veteran  in  its  employment  practices.

1  ADMINISTRATIVE   HIRING    PROCEDURES  AT  CITY   COLLEGE 
2 

3  1.     General  Statement 

4  1.1       It  is  the  policy  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  to  establish 

5  administrative  hiring  procedures    and  guidelines  that  will  provide  the  College  with 

6  administrators  who  can  lead,  organize,     facilitate,     plan,  and  supervise;  who 

7  understand  the  needs  of  faculty  and  the  learning  process;  and  who  value  institutional 

8  governance  based  upon  a  genuine  sharing  of  responsibility  with  faculty  colleagues. 

9  Administrators  who  are  hired  must  be  individuals  who  are  sympathetic  and  sensitive  to 
1  0  the  racial  and  cultural  diversity  in  the  college,  and  are  well  prepared  by  training  and 
1  1  temperament  to  respond  effectively  to  the  educational  needs  of  all  the  special 
1  2  populations  served  by  our  community  college. 

13  1.2      The  state  minimum  qualifications  and  City  College's  local  qualifications  for 

1  4  administrators  should  help  to  ensure  that  the  college  will  select  individuals  who  are 

1  5  competent  to  perform  the  kind  of  administrative  responsibilities  that  administrators  are 

1  6  normally  required  to  assume,  such  as  supervision,  organizational  planning,  and 

1  7  budget  development  and  administration,  and  who  understand  the  needs  of  the  faculty 

1  8  and  the  learning  process. 
19 

20  2.  Request  for  Position 

2 1  When  a  new  or  replacement  position  is  desired,  the  administration  shall  consult  with 

22  Senate  and  Classified  representatives.     After  the  Budget  and  Planning  Committee 

23  determines  the  availability  of  funds  in  the  Budget,  a  request  accompanied  by  a 

24  justification  and  a  proposed  job  description,  should  be  sent  to  the  Executive  Council  of 

25  the  Academic  Senate.    Job   description  modifications  may  be  recommended  by  the 

26  Executive  Council.  If  the  Senate  and  Vice  Chancellor  cannot  agree  on  the  proposed 

2  7  job  description,  it  shall  be  sent  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  final  determination. 
28 

29 

30  3.    Development  of  the  Job  Announcement. 

31  3.1      After  the  Executive  Council  has  approved  the  position  request  and    reviewed 

3  2  the  job  description,  the  job  announcement  is  written  by  the  Vice  Chancellor  for  the 

33  area  which  has  requested  the  position.  If  the  position  Is  for  a  Vice  Chancellor,  the 

34  Chancellor  will  write  the  job  announcement.  In  all  cases,  a  consultative  process 
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1  involving  several  meetings  of  representatives  of  the  Search   Committee  and  Mi 

2  administration    must  take  place  to  determine  the  requirements  necessary  for  the 

3  particular  position.  After  these  discussions  the  announcement  and  a  copy  of  the 

4  complete  job  description  will  be  reviewed  by  the  Affirmative  Action  Officer  to  ensure 

5  conformity  with  the  community  college  affirmative  action  and  nondiscrimination 

6  commitments.  Before  any  changes  are  made  in  the  announcement  they  must  be 

7  approved  by  the  Search  Committee. 

8  3.2      The  job  announcement  will  inform  the  candidates  that  if  they  are  in  the  top 

9  ranked  group  that  their  references  will  be  checked  and  that  the  submission  of  an 
1  0  application  is  an  agreement  to  allow  the  District  to  conduct  such  a  check. 

1  1 

12  4.     Receipt  of  Applications. 

13  4.1  All  applications,  supporting  papers,  and  letters  will  be  sent  to  the  Personnel 
1  4  Office.  Within  five  days  after  the  close  of  applications,  the  Personnel  Office  will  forward 
1  5  to  the  Equivalence  Committee  the  files  of  applicants  who  claim  they  have 
1  6  qualifications  equivalent  to  those  stated  in  the  job  announcement.  After  five  working 
1  7  days  the  Equivalence  Committee  will  forward  to  the  Director  of  Personnel  the  files  of 

1  8  those  applicants  whom  they  find  meet  qualifications  through  equivalence.      The  M 

1  9  Director  of  Personnel  will  maintain  records  of  all  equivalence  decisions. 

20  4.2      After  eleven  working  days  the  Personnel  Office  will  send  all  files  to  the  Search 

2 1  Committee  except  those  which  did  not  qualify  under  the  equivalency  process.    The 

2  2  goal  is  to  have  the  Search  Committee  receive  all  the  files  of  all  applicants  at  the  same 
23  time. 

24 

2  5  5.  Search  Committee 

2  6  5.1       The  Search  Committee  will  consist  of  9  members: 

27  three  administrators  ,  three  faculty  selected  by  the  Academic  Senate  ,    and  three 

2  8  classified  staff  selected  by  U.P.E. 

2  9  5.2       For  some  positions,  outlined  in  the  agreement  included  in  Appendix  A,  the 

3  0  proportion  of  faculty  and  classified  committee  members  will  vary. 

3  1  5.3      The  Affirmative  Action  Officer  (or  representative),  who  is  a  nonvoting  member, 

3  2  will  monitor  all  proceedings  of  the  screening  process. 

3  3  5.4      No  Search  Committee  shall  consist  of  all  men  or  all  women  or  be  all  of  the 

34  same  ethnicity. 
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3 

1  At  least   40  percent   of  the  committee  shall  be  members  of  the  under-represented 

2  groups  identified  in  the  District's  Affirmative  Action  Plan  (Alaskan/Native  American, 

3  Asian/Pacific  Islander,  Black,  Chicano/Hispanic,  Women). 

4  5.5      All  members  of  the  Committee  shall  be  provided  training  in  the  Affirmative 

5  Action  plans  and  procedures  of  the  District. 

6  5.6      The  initial  meeting  of  the  Committee  will  be  arranged  by  Administration. 

7  5.7      The  Search  Committee  will  select  its  own  Chair,  who  shall  be  one  of  the  voting 

8  members  of  the  committee. 
9 

10  6.  Preliminary  Screening 

11  6.1  The  Search  Committee  will  select  candidates  to  be  interviewed  who  best  meet 
1  2  the  qualifications  listed  on  the  job  description,  as  measured  by  evidence  of 
1  3  professional  qualifications,  including  educational  background  and  experience.  Each 
1 4  individual  employed  must  possess  qualifications  that  are  at  least  equivalent  to  the 
1  5  applicable  minimum  qualifications  specified  in  this  document. 

1  6  6.2      The    names  of  those  applicants  not  selected  will  be  assembled  in  compliance 

1  7  with  State  and  Federal  regulations  and  sent  to  the  Personnel  Office  after  the  screening 

1  8  procedure  is  completed.  Applicants  who  were  not  selected  shall  be  so  notified  by  the 

1  9  Personnel  Office.  The  Personnel  Director  will  also  keep  a  record  of  all  the  applicants 

20  who  claimed  equivalency  and  how  far  they  made  it  in  the  hiring  process. 
21 

22  7.  Interview 

23  7.1      The  Committee  shall  formulate  job  related  interview  questions  to  ensure  a 

24  thorough  assessment  of  the  candidates'  qualifications.    Candidates  will  be  informed  of 

25  the  hiring  procedures  before  they  are  interviewed.    All  candidates  will  be  asked  the 

26  same  questions,  but  some  follow-up  questions    for  clarification  purposes  to  some 

27  answers  are  expected. 

28  7.2      City  College  of  San  Francisco  will  hire  "administrators  who  can  lead,  organize, 

29  plan,  and  supervise;  who  understand  the  needs  of  faculty  and  the  learning  process; 

30  and   who   value   institutional   governance   based   upon   a  genuine   sharing   of 

31  responsibility  with  faculty  colleagues."    7.3      The  Search  Committee  will     forward 

32  only  candidates  who  demonstrate  the  abilities  and  qualities  listed  in  the  job 

33  announcement  including,  but  not  limited  to: 

34  a.  ability  to  communicate  successfully  facts  and  ideas  of  some  complexity  both 

35  in  writing  and  in  public  speaking. 

36  b.  ability  to  make  sound  decisions  in  a  timely  manner. 
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1  c.   ability  to  identify  problems,  to  take  initiative  in  solving  them,  and  to  carry 

2  through  the  required  actions  to  completion. 

3  d.  ability  to  develop  consensus  through  collegial  consultation. 

4  e.  ability  to  work  successfully  with  persons  of  various  racial  and  ethnic 

5  backgrounds  and  of  diverse  sexual  orientations. 

6  It  is  recommended  that  the  Committee  interview  a  minimum  of  six  candidates  provided 

7  that  this  number  of  qualified  applicants  is  available. 
8 

9  8.  Ranking  of  Candidates 

10  8.1       The  Committee  will  rank  all  the  candidates  interviewed.  Only  those  members  of 

1  1  the  Committee  who  have  attended  all  interviews  will  be  allowed  to  participate  in  the 

1  2  discussion  and  to  vote  and  recommend  candidates. 

1  3  8.2      The  top  candidates  will  have  their  references  checked  by  members  of  the 

1  4  Committee.     It  is  recommended  that  two  members  (one  of  whom  should  be  an 

1  5  administrator)  conduct  all  checks  with  one  member  asking  set  questions  and  the  other 

1  6  taking  notes  on  the  answers  to  the  questions.      A  joint  statement  from  these  two 

1  7  individuals  could  then  be  given  to  the  Hiring  Committee.    After  these  checks  are 

1  8  completed  the  Committee  may  vote  to  rank  the  top  candidates  again. 

1  9  8.3      The  names  of  the  top  two  or  three  ranked  candidates  will  be  sent  to  the 

2  0  Chancellor  unranked.  The  AA  Officer  will  review  the  list  of  candidates  for  compliance 
2  1  with  District  goals. 

22  . 

23  9.   Final  Selection 

24  9.1       The  Chancellor  and  Vice  Chancellors  (or  Vice  Chancellor's  designees)  will 

25  interview  the  two  or  three  finalists  for  the  position.  If  the  position  is  for  a  Vice 
2  6  Chancellor,  then  the  final  selcetion  committee  will  consist  of  the  Chair  of  the 
27  Committee  and  the  other  Vice  Chancellors.  The  interview  questions  must  be  the  same 
2  8  for  all  candidates,  but  some  follow-up  questions  for  clarification  are  in  order. 

2  9  9.2      The  Chair  of  the  Search  Committee  and  the  Affirmative  Action  Officer  will  be 

3  0  present  for  the  final  interview.  The  Chancellor  will  then  select  an  individual  for  the 
3 1  position  and  request  the  Personnel  Office  to  place  the  name  of  the  individual  on  the 
3  2  Board  of  Trustees  Agenda. 

3  3  9.2      At  the  time  of  the  final  interview  with  the  Chancellor,  finalists  for  positions  as 

34  educational  administrators  who  do  not  already  have  Retreat  Rights  in  the  District  shall 

3  5  be  interviewed  by  departments  to  which  they  might  apply  Retreat  Rights.  An 
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1  educational  administrator  must  be  qualified  to  be  appointed  as  a  faculty  member  to  an 

2  academic  or  student  services  department. 
3 

4  10.  Special  Cases 

5  10.1        If  the  Chancellor  rejects  all  candidates  fonvarded,  written  notice  must  be  given 

6  to  the  Search  Committee  with  reasons  for  rejection  and  the  Affirmative  Action  Officer 

7  must  be  informed.    At  its  own  discretion,  the  Committee  may  then  send  up  another 

8  name  or  may  start  the  hiring  process  over. 

9  1 0.2      If  the  Board  of  Trustees  does  not  hire  the  individual  selected  by  the  Chancellor, 

I  0  the  Chancellor  may  either  ask  the  Search  Committee  for  more  names  or  start  the 

I I  hiring  process  over  again.  If  the  Chancellor  asks  the  Committee  for  more  names,  the 
1  2  Committee  will  use  its  own  discretion  in  deciding  whether  or  not  to  provide  additional 
1 3  names. 

14 

15  11.   Exceptions 

16  11.1  With  the  exception  of  Trustee  approved  exempt  administrative  positions,  all 
1  7  administrative  positions  will  be  subject  to  the  above  hiring  procedures. 

18  11.2    An  administrator  may  be  employed  for  one  year  as  a  replacement  for  an 

1  9  administrator  who  is  on  leave  or  away  from  the  position  for  a  year.  The  Chancellor  can 

20  make  this  temporary  replacement  in  consultation  with  the  Executive  Council(s)  of  the 

21  Academic  Senate(s).    No  administrative  position  can  have  a    replacement  for  more 

22  than  one  year.     At  the  end  of  that  one  year  period  the  position  must  be  filled  by  the 

23  hiring  procedure  set  forth  in  this  document  or  the  position  will  be  terminated. 

24  1 1.3    No  College  administrative  hiring  will  be  done  outside  the  academic  school  year 

25  except  in  cases  the  Board  and  Senate  identify  as  an  exceptional  emergency  situation. 

26  1 1.4    Except  as  noted  in  this  section,  no  administrators  below  the  Chancellor  can  be 

27  employed  by  the  College  if  they  have  not  gone  through  the  above  hiring  procedure. 
28 
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1  EQUIVALENCY    PROCEDURES    for   ADMINISTRATION 

2 

3  1.  General  Statement 

4  A  responsibility  given  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Academic  Senate  is  to  develop 

5  a  process  for  determining  when  an  applicant  for  an  administrative  position,  though 

6  lacking  the  exact  degree  or  experience  specified     in  the  job  announcement  , 

7  nonetheless  does  possess  "qualifications  that  are  at  least  equivalent." 
8 

9  2.  Formation  of  Administrative  Equivalence  Committee 

1  0  The  Equivalence  Committee  for  educational  administrators  will  consist  of  two 

1  1  administrators  and  two  faculty  (appointed  by  the  Academic  Senate).     For  non- 

1  2  educational  administrators,  the  committee  will  include  one  administrator,  one  faculty 

1  3  member  and  one  classified  staff  appointee.     The  members  of  the  Equivalence 

1  4  committee  should  not  be  the  same  as  those  on  the  Search  Committee. 
15 

1  6  3.   Equivalence   Committee 

17  3.1       It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Equivalence  Committee  to  consider  candidates  on  a 

1  8  case  by  case  basis  to  determine  if  those  candidates  who  claim  qualifications 

1  9  equivalent  to  specified  minimum  qualifications  do  in  fact  possess  qualifications  which 

20  are  at  least  equivalent  to  the  stated  minimums.    The  Committee  will  keep  accurate 

2 1  records  of  their  deliberations  and  decisions  and  insure  uniformity  within  and  between 

22  all  cases. 

23  3.2      An  applicant  who  is  obviously  highly  qualified,  who  indeed  may  be  the  best 

24  qualified  of  all  applicants  by  some  set  of  criteria,  will  be  able  to  demonstrate  through 

2  5  publications  and/or  similar  achievements  that  he  or  she  has  qualifications  equivalent 

26  to  those  specified.    However,  the  applicant  who  claims  equivalent  qualifications  will 

27  have  to  provide  conclusive  evidence,  evidence  as  clear  and  reliable  as  college 

28  transcripts  and  work  experience  being  submitted  by  the  other  applicants,  that  he   or 

2  9  she  has  qualifications  that  are  at  least  equivalent  to  what  is  required  by  the  minimum 
30  qualifications  .    Specifically,  the   applicant  making  the  claim  must  provide  conclusive

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A.  ADMINISTRATIVE  EVALUATION  SCHEDULE  FOR  PERSONS  WHO  HAVE  BEEN  ADMINISTRATORS 
LONGER  THAN  THREE  YEARS  (ACTING,  INTERIM,  OR  CONTINUING)  * 

1 .  Shall  be  evaluated  at  least  once  in  every  three  academic  years.   Additional  evaluation 
shall  be  pursuant  to  E.2,  below. 

2.  Shall  be  notified  of  evaluation  no  later  than  the  end  of  the  third  weel<  of  the  semester  in 
which  they  are  to  be  evaluated,  other  than  as  provided  in  E.2,  below. 

3.  Evaluatee  shall  be  evaluated  by: 

3.1      Evaluation  Panel 

3.1.1  The  evaluation  Panel  shall  consist  of  three  administrators,  and  six 
faculty  and  classified,  as  enumerated  in  Appendix  A. 

3.1 .2  Evaluations  shall  be  coordinated  by  the  Chief  Personnel  Officer.* 

3.1.3  The  Chief  Personnel  Officer  will  name  the  immediate  supervisor  of 
the  evaluatee  and  two  other  administrators  as  peer  evaluators.  No  person 
who  has  been  an  administrator  for  less  than  two  years  may  serve  as  a  peer 
evaluator  for  another  administrator.* 

3.1.4  Tenured  faculty  evaluators  will  be  selected  by  the  Academic  Senate. 

3.1.5  The  Chief  Personnel  Officer  shall  establish  a  panel  of  classified 
volunteers.  In  consultation  with  UPE  790,  which  Union  shall  have  right  of 
approval  of  the  panel.  Classified  evaluators  from  this  panel  will  serve  in 
rotation  as  evaluators;  under  no  circumstances  shall  administrator- 
evaluatees  have  the  right  to  choose  the  classified  evaluators  who  will  sit  on 
their  evaluation  panels. 

3.1 .6  No  classified  evaluator  shall  be  precluded  from  serving  on  a  panel 
that  evaluates  his/her  supervising  administrator,  if  that  classified 
evaluator  has  specifically  advised  the  Chief  Personnel  Officer  of  his/her 
willingness  to  do  so,  in  writing,  at  the  time  the  classified  employee 
volunteered  to  serve  on  the  classified  evaluators  panel. 


3.1 .7  No  classified  employee  shall  be  required  to  serve  as  evaluator  for 
an  administrator  who  either  evaluates  that  classified  person  or  approves 
that  person's  evaluations.  The  Chief  Personnel  Officer  shall  determine  the 
supervising  administrator  for  each  classified  person  selected  to  serve  as  an 
evaluator,  and  he/she  shall  make  certain  that  no  classified  employee  is 
selected  from  the  classified  panel  to  sit  on  the  Evaluation  Team  of  an 
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administrator  who  holds  the  above-noted  relationship  to  him/her,  except  as 
provided  for  in  Sec.  3.1.6.  If  this  should  occur  as  a  result  of  normal 
rotation,  that  classified  member  shall  be  replaced  by  the  next  person  in  the 
classified  evaluator  pool  rotation,  if  necessary. 

3.1.8  The  composition  of  each  individual  evaluation  panel  shall,  wherever 
possible,  represent  the  diversity  of  California,  and  all  evaluators 
(administrator,  faculty,  and  classified)  shall  be  made  aware  of  and  shall  be 
sensitive  to  affirmative  action  concerns. 

3.1.9  The  Chief  Personnel  Officer  shall  notify  the  evaluatee  of  the 
initially-selected  team  members.  The  evaluatee  shall  have  the  right  to 
disqualify,  without  stating  cause,  one  (1)  each  from  among  the  three  groups 
of  evaluators,  with  the  exception  of  the  imediate  supervisor. 
Disqualifications  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  be  made  within  three  (3) 
working  days. 

3.1.10  Where  a  selected  classified  evaluator  is  disqualified,  the  next 
member  of  the  classified  evaluators  panel  in  the  rotation  shall  take  that 
person's  place;  where  a  faculty  member  is  disqualified,  the  Senate  will 
select  a  replacement  from  among  the  identified  faculty  evaluators  to  replace 
him/her.  Neither  the  initially-selected  evaluator  nor  the  evaluators 
finally  selected  shall  be  notified  that  any  challenge  has  been  made;  none 
shall  be  notified  of  their  selection  until  all  disqualifications  and 
replacements  have  been  taken  care  of  by  the  Chief  Personnel  Officer. 

3.1.11  No  administrator  or  faculty  member  may  serve  as  an  evaluator 
for  an  administrator  and  also  be  evaluated  by  that  administrator  in  the  same 
year.    * 

3.1.12  The  committee  shall  select  its  own  chair. 

3.1.13  The  evaluators  shall  conduct  formal  worksite  visitation(s)  which 
shall  include  where  appropriate  interviews  with  faculty,  classified  staff, 
and  students.  The  Team  Chair  shall  coordinate  appointments  for  the  formal 
evaluation  visitation(s)  at  least  one  (1)  week  in  advance.  The  evaluatee 
may  decide  whether  the  visitations  shall  be  with  the  entire  evaluation  panel, 
in  groups  of  two  or  three,  or  individually  (but  he/she  must  meet  with  all 
members  of  the  panel).  Within  two  (2)  working  days  after  each  formal 
work  site  visitation  the  evaluatee  shall  have  the  option  of  having  the 
evaluator(s)  repeat  the  work  site  visitation(s).  In  addition  to  the  site 
visitation(s),  the  evaluation  team  shall  also  interview  the  evaluatee. 

3.1.14  Evaluatees  shall  submit  to  the  Chair  of  the  Evaluation  Team  three 
representative  documents  or  products  which  demonstrate  competency  in 
carrying  out  the  responsibilities  of  the  given  assignment. 

3.1.15.  In  considering  the  evaluatee's  performance  on  the  formal 
evaluation,  the  Team  shall  take  into  account  the  resources  available  to  the 
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evaluatee  such  as  clerical  and  other  support  and  the  evaluatee's  workload. 

3.1.16.  All  formal  evaluations  shall  be  completed  on  the  agreed-upon 
forms  included  in  Appendix  B. 

3.1.17  Within  four  (4)  weeks  of  completion  of  the  formal  site 
visitation(s),  the  Team  Chair  and  at  least  one  of  the  other  evaluators  will 
present  the  evaluation  report  to  the  evaluatee  in  a  conference  at  which  it  is 
fully  discussed.  This  shall  include  survey  results.  The  evaluatee, 
upon  receiving  the  evaluation  report  form,  shall  sign/initial  the  report  to 
indicate  that  he/she  has  received  it  and  that  a  conference  was  held.  If  the 
evaluatee  refuses  to  sign  the  report,  the  Team  Chair  shall  so  indicate  and 
sign  his/her  own  name. 

3.1.18  The  evaluatee  may  file  a  response  to  the  evaluation  report.  If  the 
evaluatee  chooses  to  file  a  response,  it  must  be  filed  within  one  week  after 
receipt  of  the  report.  This  response  shall  be  attached  to  the  report  and 
placed  in  the  evaluatee's  personnel  file. 

3.1.19  The  Evaluation  Team  shall  recommend  either  retention,  re- 
evaluation,  or,  in  the  case  of  a  second  consecutive  unsatisfactory  evaluation, 
termination. 

Re-evaluation  shall  follow  the  procedures  outlined  in  section  E  below. 

B.  SECOND  AND  THIRD-YEAR  ADMINISTRATORS 

1.  An  administrator  who  has  been  in  a  District  administrative  position  for  one  or  two 
immediate  past  complete  years,  whether  interim,  acting  or  permanent  shall  be  defined  as  a 
second-  or  third-year  administrator. 

2.  The  evaluation  of  a  second-  or  third-year  administrator  shall  follow  the  same 
procedures,  use  the  same  form,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  criteria  as  in  Section  A,  above. 

2.1      A  second-  or  third-year  administrator  shall  be  evaluated  at  least  once    during 
his/her  second  or  third  years  of  administrative  assignment. 

C.  FIRST  YEAR  ADMINISTRATORS -NEW  TO  CCSF  ADMINISTRATION 

1 .  An  administrator  who  is  new  as  a  CCSF  administrator  shall  be  evaluated  in  his/her  first 
6  months  of  employment  in  accordance  with  Section  A.,  above,  except  that  only  two  (2) 
disqualifications  with  cause  of  evaluation  team  members,  in  writing,  will  be  allowed. 

2.  If  the  initial  evaluation  is  satisfactory,  subsequent  evaluations  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  Section  B.,  above. 

3.  If  the  initial  evaluation  Is  unsatisfactory,  a  second  evaluation  shall  be  conducted,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  E.I,  below. 

D.  CONTINUING  ADMINISTRATORS  IN  NEW  ADMINISTRATIVE  POSITIONS 
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1.  An  administrator  who  is  in  a  new  position  with  substantially  different  duties  and 
responsibilities  than  in  his/her  previous  administrative  position  (e.g.,  credit  to  non- 
credit;  instruction  to  student  services;  instruction  to  administrative  services;  etc.)  shall 
be  evaluated  in  his/her  first  year  in  that  new  position  in  accordance  with  Section  A,  above. 

2.  If  the  initial  evaluation  is  satisfactory,  subsequent  evaluations  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  Section  B.,  above. 

3.  If  the  initial  evaluation  is  unsatisfactory,  a  second  evaluation  shall  be  conducted,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  E.I  ,  below. 

E  GENERAL  CONSIDERATIONS 

1.  Should  an  evaluation  panel  recommend  that  the  administrator  in  question  be  re- 
evaluated, after  being  given  assistance  and  suitable  time  to  demonstrate  improvement, 
the  following  will  apply: 

1.1  A  letter  from  the  evaluation  panel  shall  be  written  to  the  administrator 
detailing  areas  that  need  improvement,  and  the  possible  means  to  achieve  this 
improvement.  If  the  subsequent  evaluation  is  satisfactory,  this  letter  shall  be 
destroyed.  If  the  subsequent  evaluation  is  unsatisfacory,  the  letter  shall  be 
placed  in  the  evaluatee's  personnel  file. 

1.2  Any  re-evaluation  shall  not  occur  sooner  than  ten  (10)  weeks  after  an 
initial  evaluation,  unless  mutually  agreed  to  by  both  the  evaluatee  and  the 
Chair  of  the  Evaluation  Team. 

1.3  The  subsequent  evaluation  shall  follow  the  procedures  in  Section  A.3. 
(above),  except  as  provided  for  in  Section  1.4  (below). 

1.4  Whenever  possible  the  same  panel  as  the  original  evaluation  will 
reconvene  for  subsequent  evaluations. 

1 .5  Evaluatees  being  re-evaluated  may  disqualify  one  evaluator  without  cause, 
in  the  first  evaluation  under  Section  E.I,  but  may  not  do  so  in  any  subsequent 
evaluations. 

2.  The  immediate  supervisor  may  review  the  work  of  his/her  subordinate 
administrator(s)  at  any  time.  Such  review  does  not  constitute  an  evaluation,  within  the 
meaning  of  this  document,  except  that  the  procedures  in  E.2.1  through  E.2.4,  below,  shall 

apply: 

2.1 .  If  such  review  is  unfavorable,  the  immediate  supervisor  shall  immediately 
prepare  a  detailed  letter  of  adverse  findings,  marked  "Confidential",  and  submit  it  to 
the  Chancellor  (or  his/her  designee)  requesting  that  an  immediate  evaluation  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  E.I.,  above. 

2.2        If  the  Chancellor  (or  his/her  designee)  determines  that  no  evaluation  is  to 
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occur,  the  letter  and  all  copies  shall  be  destroyed. 

2.3  If  the  Chancellor  (or  his/her  designee)  determines  that  an  evaluation  shall  be 
made,  he/she  shall  inform  the  administrator  to  be  evaluated,  in  accordance  with 
Section  E.1. 

2.4  If  the  subsequent  evaluation  is  satisfactory,  the  letter  shall  be  destroyed.  If  the 
subsequent  evaluation  is  unsatisfactory,  the  letter  will  remain  in  the  subject 
administrator's  personnel  file. 


3.  Where  deemed  warranted,  an  evaluation  shall  be  initiated  by  means  of  a  letter  to  the 
administrator  from  the  Chancellor  (or  his/her  designee).  This  letter  shall  be  included  in 
the  subject  administrator's  personnel  file  in  accordance  with  Sections  E.2.2  and  E.2.4. 

3.1    A  new  evaluation  panel  would  be  formed  and  evaluation  would  proceed  otherwise 
according  to  the  provisions  of  Section  E.1 ,  above. 


F.     SURVEYS  OF  FACULTY,  CLASSIFIED  STAFF,  AND  ADMINISTRATORS 

1.  Surveys  of  faculty,  classified  staff,  and  administrators  may  be  a  part  of 
an  administrative  evaluation.  The  Evaluation  Team  Chair  or  his/her 
designee  on  the  Team  shall  coordinate  the  distribution  and  collection  of  such 
surveys. 

2.  The  Team  shall  determine  the  number  of  faculty,  classified  staff,  or 
administrators  to  be  surveyed  based  on  the  extent  of  direct  contact  the 
evaluatee  has  with  each  of  these  groups. 

3.  Each  survey  form  must  be  returned  within  ten  working  days  of  its  date 
of  distribution.  Respondents  may  type  their  survey  replies,  in  order  to 
preserve  complete  anonymity,  and  are  encouraged  to  do  so. 

4.  Each  survey  form  will  be  returned  in  a  sealed  small  envelope  having  no 
markings  on  it.  This  envelope  must  be  enclosed  in  a  larger  sealed  envelope 
which  shall  bear  the  sender's  printed  name,  signature,  and  date  of  signature. 

5.  Survey  forms  returned  in  any  other  form  than  that  specified  in  Section 
F.4  (above)  shall  be  destroyed. 

6.  The  Team  Chair  and  an  Evaluation  Team  member  named  by  the  evaluatee, 
shall  be  present  when  the  large  envelopes  are  opened. 

6.1  The  Team  Chair  shall  be  responsible  for  verifying  the  signatures 
on  the  large  envelopes  to  ensure  that  only  valid  responses  are  received. 
He/she  shall  retain  these  envelopes  after  opening,  in  case  any  are 
challenged. 
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62  The  small  envelopes  shall  be  mixed  together  before  being  opened  by 
the  evaluator  designated  to  perform  this  function,  in  the  presence  of 
the  evaluatee's  designee. 

7.1  If  there  are  any  discrepancies  in   the      forms  received,   or  if  there 

are   any  procedural  discrepancies   in  processing   these   forms,    the   evaluatee 
shall  have  the  option  of  requesting  that  the  survey  be  repeated. 
7.2  Evaluation    Team   members  shall  not  discuss   the  contents   of  any 

survey  form  with  any  person  other  than  the  evaluatee,  unless  the  evaluatee 
shall   waive   his   right  of  confidentiality  in    writing. 

8.     Absolutely  no  copies  of  survey  forms  shall  be  made. 

10.  Received  and  validated  survey  forms  shall  be  considered  by  the 
Evaluation  Team  as  part  of  the  evaluation  of  the  administrator  being 
evaluated  by  them. 

11.  These  survey  results  are  intended  to  further  the  professional  growth  of 
the   evaluatee. 

12.  Completed,  received,  and  validated  survey  forms  shall  not  become  a  part 
of  the  evaluatee's  personnel  file.  However,  the  Team  Chair  shall  indicate  on 
the  evaluation  form  that  survey  forms  were  received  and  considered  by  the 
Team  members  as  a  part  of  the  evaluation  process. 

13.  The  survey  Form  used  shall  be  as  shown  in  Appendix  C. 

*FOR  SPRING   1992,  ALL  TIMELINES  SHALL  BE  WAIVED 

and  ALL  ADMINISTRATORS  WILL  BE  CONSIDERED  AS  FIRST  YEAR. 

'    A3.1 .2  An  ADMINISTRATIVE  EVALUATION  COORDINATOR  will  be  employed  for 

the  evaluation  period  in  Spring  1992,  as  all  administrators  will  need  to  be  scheduled  for 
their  first  evaluations.  The  coordinator  will  need  to  develop  a  plan  including  timelines, 
priorities,  composition  of  the  committees,  and  avoidance  of  conflict  of  interest.  For  Spring 
1992,  the  Coordinator  shall  oversee  the  arrangements  for  committees  and  supervise  the 
clerical  functions  associated  with  the  evaluation  process.  In  the  document  these  activities 
are  the  responsibility  of  the  Chief  Personnel  Officer  (as  in  A3. 1.2  and  A3. 1.9)  and  the  Team 
Chair  (in  A3. 1.13). 

The  coordinator  shall  also  develop  a  plan  and  schedule  for  the  second  and  third-year 
evaluations. 

*  Section  A3.1.3    shall  not  apply  for  Spring  1992. 

For  Spring    1992     only   it  will  be   necessary  to   include   all  administrators  in   the 
evaluation  process,  including  those  who  have  been  administrators  for  less  than  two  years. 

*  Section  A3.1.11  shall  not  appiv  for  Spring  1992 

In  Spring  1992  it  will  not  be  possible  to    guarantee  that  no  one  who  is  evaluating  will 
not  also  be  evaluated,  although  that  would  be  the  preferable  arrangement. 
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ADMINISTRATOR  RETREAT  RIGHTS: 

Procedure  For  Reassignment  to  Faculty  Positions 

In  order  to  properly  balance  the  rights  of  students,  administrators 
and  faculty,  and  in  accordance  with  Education  Code  Section  87458, 
the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  adopts  the  following 
Administrator  Retreat  Rights  Procedure. 

This  procedure  does  not  apply  to  certificated  administrators  hired 
before  the  effective  date  for  these  sections  of  Assembly  Bill  1725 
(June  30,  1990) .  A  tenured  employee,  when  assigned  from  a  faculty 
position  to  an  administrative  position,  retains  his  or  her  status 
as  a  tenured  faculty  member.  Administrators  hired  after  the 
effective  date  can  acquire  the  right  to  become  first-year 
probationary  faculty  members  as  provided  by  Education  Code  Section 
87458  and  in  accordance  with  this  procedure.  However,  there  are  no 
retreat  rights  for  anyone  hired  in  an  exempt  position. 

I.  An  administrator  hired  after  June  30,  1990,  and  who  did  not  have 
faculty  tenure  in  this  district  at  the  time  of  hire,  may  be 
considered  for  reassignment  to  a  first-year  probationary  faculty 
position,  at  the  appropriate  faculty  salary,  provided  that  he  or 
she  meets  all  of  the  following: 

A.  Holds  an  administrative  position  that  either: 

1.  Is  not  a  classified  Administrative  position.^  For 
every  administrative  job  title,  the  records  of  the 
district  shall  show  whether  or  not  it  is  part  of  the 
classified  service.  The  decision  to  list  a  position  as 
a  classified  administrator  shall  be  made  by  joint 
agreement  with  the  Academic  Senate,  or 

2.  Is  a  classified  administrator  for  whom  at  the  time  of 
hire,  he  or  she  was  certified  by  the  Academic  Senate  and 
the  appropriate  academic  or  student  services  department 
as  possessing  qualifications  in  a  specified  discipline  or 
disciplines  equal  in  experience  and  preparation  to  what 
would  be  expected  of  a  newly  hired  faculty  member. 

B.  Has  served  in  this  district  a  total  of  at  least  two  years 
as  one  or  more  of  the  following:  a  faculty  member  or 
instructional  or  student  services  administrator;  and  this 
service  has  been  documented  as  satisfactory. 

C.  Is  leaving  the  administration  for  any  reason  other  than 
cause.  In  no  case  shall  this  district  reassign  an 
administrator  to  a  faculty  position  if  evidence  exists  that 


^California  Education  Code  Section  87002C 
"  'Classified  Administrator'  means  an  administrator  who  is  not 
employed  as  an  educational  administrator." 
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justifies  dismissal  for  cause. 

If  the  foregoing  conditions  are  met,  the  District  may,  at  its 
discretion,  offer  such  a  reassignment  to  the  administrator  in 
question,  if  the  reassignment  would  not  cause  the  layoff  of 
any  contract  faculty  member  or  the  layoff  of  any  part-time 
instructor  with  four  or  more  semesters  of  service  within  the 
last  three  years. 

II.  To  determine  the  discipline  to  which  an  administrator  shall  be 
placed,  the  following  shall  apply: 

A.  The  administrator  can  be  assigned  only  to  a  discipline  in 
which  he  or  she  has  at  least  the  minimum  qualifications  as 
specified  by  the  Education  Code,  Title  5,  and  locally 
determined  qualifications  above  the  state  requirements.  The 
Academic  Senate  and  the  appropriate  academic  or  student 
services  department  shall  certify  disciplines  for  which  the 
administrator  meets  all  the  qualifications  at  the  time  of 
hire,  and  shall  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  the 
discipline  to  which  the  administrator  should  be  assigned.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  rely  upon  this  judgment.  A  written 
record  of  the  Board's  decision,  including  the  views  of  the 
Academic  Senate,  shall  be  available  for  review  pursuant  to 
Education  Code  Section  87358. 

B.  Based  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Academic  Senate  and  the 
appropriate  academic  or  student  services  department,  the 
administrator  without  faculty  tenure  shall  be  assigned  to  a 
discipline  in  which  he  or  she  has  not  only  the  minimum 
qualifications  and  the  locally  determined  qualifications,  but 
also  where  the  department  shall  not  be  negatively  impacted  in 
its  programs  or  assignments.  The  following  should  apply: 

1.  there  are  sufficient  assignments  in  the  discipline (s)  to 
make  a  full-time  assignment  for  an  additional  faculty  member, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  last  paragraph  of  I. 
above . 

2.  the  administrator  has  an  interest  as  indicated  by  a 
statement  of  the  administrator's  own  preference  for 
assignment.

In  accordance  with  your  Instructions,  the  Reorganization  Implementation 
Steering  Committee  is  submitting  to  you  Its  recommendations  for  adjustments  to 
the  District  reorganization  approved  last  spring. 

The  RISC  recommendations  are  as  follows: 

1.  In  the  Office  of  the  Chancellor  three  positions  will  be  eliminated:  (1) 
the  Executive  Vice-Chancellor  (internal);  (2)  one  Associate  Director  of 
Information  Services  ;  (3)  the  Associate  Director  of  Facilities  and 
Planning.  The  position  of  Director  of  Institutional  Development  will  no 
longer  be  exempt. 

2.  A  new  position  for  a  Vice-Chancellor  of  Planning,  Research,  and 
Institutional  Development  will  be  created.  Reporting  to  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  will  be  the  Director  of  Research,  Planning  and  Government 
Relations;  the  Director  of  Institutional  Development;  the  Acting  Director  of 
Informational  Services,  and  the  Associate  Director  of  Information 
Services. 

3.  In  the  Office  of  Student  Services,  one  Dean  of  Student  Services  from 
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the  Campuses  will  be  eliminated,  and  there  will  be  a  new  Associate 
Dean  of  Admissions  and  Records  in  charge  of  non-credit  admissions  and 
records,  and  a  new  temporary  (one  year )  Associate  Dean  of  Students 
working  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Students.  The  Associate  Dean  of 
Counseling/Special  Programs  will  assume  duties  in  addition  to  those 
currently  assigned  to  the  position. 

4.  In  the  Office  of  Instruction  the  position  of  Dean  of  Vocational  Education 
and  Contract  Education  shall  be  split,  with  the  Contract  Education 
position  being  renamed  as  Dean  of  Economic  Development  and 
Community  Service  and  assuming  supervision  of  community  services.  A 
new  position  of  Dean  of  Vocational  Education  will  be  created.  In  addition 
to  vocational  education,  this  dean  will  also  assume  responsibility  for 
John  O'Connell  programs,  the  PIC  grants,  the  GAIN  program,  and  the 
apprenticeship  program. 

5.  The  position  of  Director  of  Employee  relations  shall  be  raised  to  the 
Dean  11  level. 

6.  All  administrators  who  remain  in  their  present  positions  shall  carry 
forward  the  salary  level  and  increments  of  their  current  position. 

7.  Effective  July  1, 1992,  all  new  administrators  or  administrators  who  take 
on  new  positions  shall  be  placed  at  the  appropriate  salary  level  on  what 
is  now  known  as  schedule  one,  with  the  exception  of  the  new  Vice- 
Chancellors,  the  General  Counsel,  the  Director  of  Business  Services, 
and  should  the  position  be  approved,  the  Director  of  Information  Services 

8. Credit  on  the  salary  schedule  for  up  to  three  steps  shall  be  given  for 
prior  faculty  or  administrative  service  in  the  District  according  to  a 
formula  which  will  be  proposed  by  RISC. 

9.  In  the  areas  of  Instruction  and  Student  Services,  all  new  administrators 
or  administrators  who  take  on  new  positions  will  have  to  have  three  years 
of  post-secondary  instructional  or  student  services  experience.  RISC  has 
reached  no  consensus  on  the  question  of  whether  or  not  instructional 
experience  could  be  applied  to  student  services  requirements  and  vice 
versa.

JOINT  PROPOSAL  SUBMITTED  FOR  PURPOSES  OF  PUBLIC  NOTICE 

The  Department  Chairperson  Council  (DCC)  and  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  (District)  negotiated  their  first  collective  bargaining  contract  in  1978.  The 
current  agreement  between  the  DCC  and  the  District  will  expire  on  June  30, 1992.  During 
the  Fall  of  1991,  representatives  of  the  DCC  and  the  District  began  informal  discussions 
regarding  possible  approaches  to  the  negotiation  of  a  successor  agreement.  An 
agreement  between  the  parties  emerged  from  these  discussions  to  explore  alternative 
negotiation  modes  that  are  non-adversarial.  Beginning  in  February  and  continuing 
through  March  of  1992,  the  parties  will  jointly  participate  in  a  comprehensive  training 
program  in  "interest-based"  negotiation  and  problem-solving. 

In  accordance  with  the  above  process,  the  DCC  and  the  District  present  this  jointly 
drafted  statement  of  interests  in  lieu  of  discrete  proposals  that  are  in  opposition.

3.  In  light  of  the  merger  of  the  credit  and  non-credit  divisions  of  the  college,  we  seek 
to  negotiate  a  single,  fair  and  equitable  procedure  for  the  election/selection  of 
Department  Chairs.    (Article  12) 

4.  We  also  seek  to  negotiate  a  single,  fair  and  equitable  procedure  for  the  assignment 
of  reassigned  time  that  will  take  into  account  not  only  the  size  but  also  the 
complexity  of  departments.    (Articles  13  and  16) 

5.  We  seek  to  negotiate  a  fair  and  impartial  evaluation  procedure  for  supervisory 
duties  that  will  take  into  account  the  new  reporting  relationships  established  under 
the  reorganization.    (Article  8) 

6.  We  seek  additional  released  time  for  DCC  President  and  Vice-president.  (Article 
7) 

7.  We  seek  to  make  explicit  the  new  Duties  and  Responsibilities  of  Department  Chairs 
as  they  have  evolved  under  the  reorganization.    (Article  20) 

8.  We  seek  to  "clean  up"  language  and  terminology  in  the  Contract  to  eliminate 
contradictions  and  reflect  changes  in  structure,  including  creation  and  merger  of 
Departments. 

9.  The  DCC  reserves  the  right  to  negotiate  any  other  items  within  the  scope. 
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INTERESTS  IDENTIFIED  BY  THE  DISTRICT 

1.  Appropriately  define  bargaining  unit,  including  an  update  of  the 
department/program  list  (Appendix  A)  and  use  of  language  to  reflect  CCSF 
reorganization.  Explore  other  options  to  deal  with  ongoing  changes  in 
reorganization.   (Article  1) 

2.  Clarify  the  responsibilities  of  "Semi  professional"  Curriculum  Advisors.    (Article  3) 

3.  Update  language  for  consistency  with  other  SFCCD/CCSF  documents  and 
government  agencies/commissions.   (Article  5) 

4.  Develop  suitable  modifications  to  reflect  CCSF  reorganization.  Re-examine 
released  time  for  Association  business.   (Article  7) 

5.  Modify  the  evaluation  process  and  forms  so  that  department  heads  receive 
sufficient  feedback  about  their  strengths  and  areas  needing  improvement. 
Included  for  consideration  should  be  the  frequency  of  evaluation,  the  questions 
asked,  the  rating  system  used,  and  the  identity  of  evaluators.   (Article  8) 

6.  Clarify  definitions,  procedures,  location,  number,  content,  and  security  of  personnel 
files  in  line  with  State  and  Federal  legal  requirements.   (Article  9) 

7.  Provide  accessible  and  adequate  secretarial  services  to  department  heads,  and 
define  a  process  for  obtaining  same.   (Article  10) 

8.  Revise  Leaves  provisions  to  reflect  the  increased  responsibilities  of  department 
heads  while  maintaining  reasonable  rights  of  return  to  supervisory  positions  and 
reasonable  payment  of  stipends  to  compensate  for  work  done.  Clarify  identity  of 
"superior"  in  Subsections  11C,  11D  and  11E.   (Article  11) 

9.  Develop  a  clear,  logical  and  understandable  selection  process  that  reflects  College 
reorganization.  Explore  the  possibility  of  term  limits  where  feasible.  Include 
procedures  for  informing  faculty  of  the  agreed  upon  process  and  notifying  them 
in  advance  of  scheduled  selections.   (Article  12) 

10.  Provide  a  clear  and  uniform  formula  for  determining  supervisory  work  hours/work 
week  throughout  the  College.  Provide  for  sufficient  supervision  of  Summer 
Sessions  and  intersessions.   (Article  13) 

11.  In  a  context  of  maintaining  fiscal  integrity  and  operating  within  prudent  guidelines 
regarding  revenues,  expenditures  and  reserves,  appropriately  balance  the  District's 
fiscal  commitment  to,  and  obligation  toward,  its  constituent  segments  while 
retaining  the  financial  ability  to  maintain  appropriate  levels  of  programs  and 
services.

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calendar,  overload,  and  professional  growth.  Clarify  the  meaning  of  "professional 
growth".

12.  Clarify,  simplify,  and  keep  expenditures  in  line  with  interests  expressed  for  Article 
14.  Examine  the  appropriateness/consistency  of  the  Unit  and  stipend  formulas. 
(Article  15  and  Article  16  ) 

13.  Re-examine  the  grievance  procedure  in  light  of  reorganization.   (Article  18) 

14.  Review  and  enumerate  the  responsibilities  and  duties  of  supervisors  in  light  of 
reorganization  and  special  needs  in  Instruction  and  Student  Services.  (Article  20) 

15.  Determine  an  appropriate  period  of  time  for  the  duration  of  the  agreement  to 
promote  stability,  with  appropriate  reopener  provisions.    (Article  21) 

PROCESS 

The  DCC  and  the  District  will  work  together  to  clarify  and  prioritize  their  interests 
as  outlined  in  the  above  proposals,  and  to  identify  a  range  of  options  that  might 
potentially  satisfy  those  interests.  The  parties  will  attempt  to  identify  mutually  acceptable 
solutions  in  a  process  that  is  open,  efficient,  substantive,  and  conducted  in  good  faith. 
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
